Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group III, claims 105-108, with election of 
species, in the reply filed on 1/10/2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the 
ground(s) that there is no search burden, citing the fact that each invention is assigned 
to the same class. This is not found persuasive because class 525 contains in excess 
of 1 10,000 documents. While not all of the documents in class 525 would need to be 
reviewed, each invention would require consideration of potentially thousands of 
documents, and the search for each separate invention is not required in the searches 
required for the others. Therefore, a search of all of the separate inventions could not 
be made without serious burden. The requirement is still deemed proper and is 
therefore made FINAL. 

Following a search of the elected species, the remaining species are joined for 
examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



3. Claims 105-108 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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The intended scope of "biologically active agent" cannot be determined. The 
discussion of "active agent" at page 25 is noted; however, the discussion is open-ended 
in view of the phrase "includes", and therefore this discussion cannot be considered to 
be a definition. Furthermore, it cannot be determined how the addition of "biological" to 
"active agent" is meant to narrow the discussion of the "active agent" discussed at page 
25. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

5. Claim 105 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Yamasaki 
etal. (WO03/000278). 

The reference discloses modification of a polypeptide with a polyakylene glycol 
(abstract). Species within the claimed scope of polymers are disclosed at pages 80 and 
91 , and therefore the claimed conjugate is anticipated. Applicants' priority application 
has been reviewed, but it does not disclose the reference species. 
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6. Foreign-language references cited on applicants' various IDS documents have 
been considered solely on the basis of accompanying portions which have been 
translated into English.
